Drag queen reveals Edmonton’s underground scene in new book

amous drag queens aren’t 
usually famous for their mod- 
esty. But try calling 

Edmonton queen Darrin Hagen 
multitalented and he’s quick to 
demure. 

“I'm just lucky,” Hagen 
claimed recently. “I don’t really 
believe in the concept of talent. 
If there’s one talent I do have it’s 
the ability to be a channel for the 
things that happen in my head.” 

It’s not, however, as though 
Hagen doesn’t seek the lioness’s 
share of the spotlight. 
Whether it’s for his drag 
performances in the char- 
acter of Gloria, Hagen’s 
“alter-ego,” or for his work in 
local theatre as a musician and 
sound designer, Hagen is well- 
known in Edmonton’s perform- 
ing arts scene. And during the 
past two years, Hagen has been 
trying his hand at writing as 
well; the result is a new book 
entitled The Edmonton Queen, 
Not a Riverboat Story, published 
locally by Slipstream Books. 

The Edmonton Queen will be 
officially launched following this 
year’s Edmonton Fringe Festival. 
Copies of the book will be avail- 
able at Tornado Magnet, Hagen’s 
upcoming Fringe show about 
trailer park life. 

There are 22 chapters in The 
Edmonton Queen, each one 
standing on its own as a separate 
story or a description of a partic- 
ular period of time. And yes, 
there will be pictures aplenty. 

The stories span the years 
from 1983 to 1990 when Hagen 
was intimately involved with the 
local drag circuit. The setting for 
many chapters is the now- 
defunct Flashback, Edmonton's 
famous fag bar where Hagen got 
his start in 1983. One of the sto- 
ries takes place at Walla Walla 
West, the name given to the 
house where Hagen lived with 
six other queens. “Picture seven 
drag queens living in one huge 
house trading wigs. It’s like 
Priscilla times a million.” 

Tofield, an hour east of 
Edmonton, is the site of one of 
the narratives. “Tofield has a sur- 
prisingly large gay community 
for such a small town,” Hagen 
mused. Some of the more entic- 
ing chapter titles include Boys 
Will Be Girls, Heavy Lies the

The book started off as a short 
story, written two years ago for 
Edmonton’s Loud and Queer 
Festival. Hagen decided to write 
a fictional drag story about Lulu, 
one of Edmonton’s former 
queens who Hagen credits as his 
mentor/mother. Never having 
written seriously before, Hagen 
was delighted by the success of 
the finished product, so much so 
that he decided to draft more

Any reader interested in alter- 
native histories of Edmonton 
will also be drawn to Hagen’s 
work. “There's this seething 
undercurrent to the city that 99 
per cent of the people don’t ever 
see or know about or think 
about,” said Hagen. He doesn’t 
think of The Edmonton Queen 
as simply a collection of loosely- 
connected stories about drag 
queens but a historical documen- 
tation of an era of Edmonton's 
underground scene. 

The book also politicizes drag, 
referring to it as an art form and 
not just a Dennis Rodman-type 
spectacle. “Drag is utilized and 
exploited a lot now, but no one 
ever stops and asks why. Why do 
these men dress up as women? If 
you ask a lot of the guys that do 
it, many of them can’t even put it 
into words. 

“I’ve been asked a lot of fairly 
thought-provoking questions 
over the years and I finally tried 
to answer them for myself i in this 
book.” 

Hagen’s views on the politics 
of drag and gender are outlined 
in a chapter entitled The Truth 
About Fried Eggs. ; 

“One of the things that’s 
always bugged me about femi- 
nists is that they think drag is 
insulting to them, which in fact 
it’s not,” Hagen said. “Drag 
makes fun of men. It has very lit- 
tle to do with women. It takes 
the stuff men wish upon women 
and puts it on another body and 
watches them react in the same 
way and throws it back in their 
crotches where they fear it 
most.” In Hagen’s opinion, drag 
proves gender is an artifice and a 
performance, rather than a nat- 
ural category of a person’s iden-

Santana Live at The Fillmore 
(Sony) 

Santana fans rejoice; Sony has 
just pulled another Legacy series 
live from the vaults and this one’s 
a flat-out winner. 

This is the first recording by 
Santana, known then as The San- 
tana Blues Band. Recorded six 
months after the band’s début, 
over four days in December 1968, 
at Bill Graham's Fillmore Auditor- 
ium, this 19-year-old album fea- 
tures the quintessential Santana. 
While not as slick and professional 
as his later bands, the percussion 
not as traditional or at the same 
time sophisticated, this release 
confirms Carlos Santana as a living 
Latin guitar legend.

recently. 
That's not to 
say her mom 
doesn’t try to understand. “She 
likes it and she gets a kick out of 
my blatant straightforwardness. 
She’s always been my biggest fan.” 
Prior to her self-titled début, re- 
leased in 1994 on the now-defunct 
Plum Label (and then re-released 
by Aquarius Records), Naked wan- 
dered through a few bands — 
most notably Gorilla Gorilla and 
Chrome Dog — until, with the 
help of manager Peter Karroll, she 
found the best route was to stick 
her own name on the marquee. 
Now she’s toured the planet, 
building a loyal fan base in 
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Europe, Asia and 
North America. 
This summer, she’s 
put together an all- 
ages Canuck tour 
also featuring 
SNFU, Raggadeath 
and Face the Pain, which comes 
to Edmonton's Polish Hall (10960 - 
104 St.) Friday, Aug. 1. 

Okenspay is a collection of 
observances, poems, prose, lyrics 
and just Bif talking about subjects 
dear to her heart. She takes shots 
at unnamed folks on Rockstar 
Man and at her body and its reac- 
tion to yet another tattoo on 
Infected Tattoo; speaking to a cul- 
tural pot-pourri of subject matter. 

Naked occasionally lets the spo- 
ken word facet of her art wander 
over into the rock side of things, 
but reluctantly. 

“Occasionally I have (combined 
the two) and it’s just really when 
the mood strikes me. I'd rather do 
spoken-word performances that 
are strictly that and maybe some- 
times even on my spoken word 
I've thrown in some a cappella 
songs. But as far as the rock show 
goes, it’s a bit of an artistic indul- 
gence, a little too self-indulgent 
for me to mix both most of the 
time. I kind of like to be in one 
head space or the other.” 

You'd think performing spoken- 
word material would be a little 
tougher than kicking back on 
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stage and singing, but for Bif that 
doesn’t seem to be the case. 

“As the spoken-word stuff goes, 
I try to do it in humor, whereas on 
the music records I think it’s a lit- 
tle more exposed,” she said. “The 
spoken-word performances I’m a 
lot more nervous for, but talking 
about shitting and stuff like that, | 
think it’s funny. I don’t really think 
it’s that personal.” 

Naked is now in a comfortable 
position. That her new album took 
so long to get done and out was 
irritating, but the new deal has 
helped a lot and she’s looking for- 
ward to what comes next. 

“As much as it’s difficult for me 
to be patient and to not get dis- 
couraged as far as length of time 
and needing to put (the new 
album) off yet again, I know that 
everything happens for a reason 
and I’m really excited about it, and 
I'm glad that we've finished it. I 
can't wait till it comes out.”

t was like the first day of school for David Cheoros, who stood 
fo: stage greeting reporters, photographers and artists to 

Planet of the Fringe during a news conference Wednesday 
morning. 

In previous years Cheoros has directed touring plays that have 
run at Edmonton's Fringe Festival and has worked the event as a 
hired hand of sorts. This year, Cheoros is festival director of the 
country’s largest theatre festival, a job he accepted over an invi- 
tation to attend law school. One job is probably as demanding as 
the other. 

Now in its 16th year, with 100 companies staging 120 plays 
running at 20 venues in 10 frantic days, the Fringe is a living 
breathing, entity. 

During a pre-kickoff interview with SEE Magazine, Cheoros 
explained there are some 1,500 people who run the festival. He 
just gets to take heat if anything goes wrong, with Fringe execu 
tive director Judy Lawrence on leave. 

Whatever happens, Cheoros took the plunge Wednesday as 
Fringe Theatre Adventures unveiled this year’s edition of its 10 
days of mayhem, running Aug. 15 - 24 in and around Old 
Strathcona. Yes, there are acts travelling here from the four cor- 
ners of the globe, yes, there are buskers and crazy outdoor per- 
formances, and yes, some venues will be hot. But the beer will 
be cold. 

So what’s new for the theatre-going public? 

Plenty, Cheoros says. 

Last year’s Hinge cabaret was such a success that the late- 
night shows will run again. This year, the venue will host a joint 
fund-raising venture between the Varscona Theatre and the 
Fringe, with 10 nights of the live, improvised soap opera Die 
Nasty! 

The cast of the regular season's soaps will be joined by special 
guests from other Fringe productions in improvised madness 
that runs from 12:30 p.m. until midnight. 

“It makes me shudder,” Cheoros told SEE. “When we talked 
about making it a late night show, Jeff Haslam (a Die Nasty! vet- 
eran) said ‘Hmmm. An all-adult audience.’ So in true Fringe fash- 
ion, they're going to do whatever they want to do and we're not 
going to try to stop them.” 

For family fun, Evelyn Roth returns to a revamped Kids Fringe 
site north of Gazebo Park with her nylon zoo. A storyteller’s 
teepee will run with the help of professional and amateur story- 

—__ tellers (and politicians). “That whole area wilt be for families. It's 
going to be kind of a refuge, away from the rest of the festival,” 
said Cheoros. 

A stage that had been set up at the site will be moved on to 85 
Avenue, providing another venue that is wheelchair accessible. 

And for people who want to recharge their batteries with a 
latte while they read up on the latest Fringe news and reviews, 
this year’s festival has an Internet Café, produced by TELUS.

Having no dad, no basketball 
and now no friends, Josh becomes 
a silent, moping little twerp who 
greets every new experience with 
a charming look of dull incompre- 
hension. 

Of course, the day (and Josh’s 
near-suicidal psyche) is saved by 
the timely arrival of Buddy, the 
basketball-playing dog. Josh and 
Buddy hit it off right away, discov- 
er Puget Sound together and get 
on the school basketball team and 
become famous. Buddy’s previous 
owner (an evil clown) shows up to 
take the dog away, but is thwarted 


by some mud. Under the guidance 
of a stereotypical Wise Old 
Negro™ (who used to be in the 
NBA, conveniently), Buddy and 
team take the state championship 
and the bad kid gets nailed in the 
nuts. 

There’s more, but I don’t want to 
give away the tense courtroom 
drama that ensues when Evil 
Clown sues for custody of our 
four-footed forward. 

Basically, this movie is a vapid, 
joyless, empty exercise in “family”

Another teacher versus inner-city students film, but with a twist

ver seen The Substitute or The 
Princo Me neither, but you 

doubtless still know what those 
two flicks are about — tough 
teachers going into inner-city high 
school war zones and kicking 
some juvenile delinquent butt. 

At first glance, that’s what 187 
looks like it will be. Samuel L 
Jackson is certainly a big, tough- 
looking guy, and he plays Trevor 
Garfield, a teacher who is substi- 
tuting at a dangerous L.A. high 
school. Thankfully, however, we 
never once see him pull a gun on 
anyone, nor punch any students 
out. 

So then, one might assume, the 
movie is more like Stand and 
Deliver, Dangerous Minds or even 
To Sir With Love — tough teach- 
ers going into inner- 
city high school war 
zones and teaching 
some juvenile delin- 
quent butt. 

Well . . . Garfield is 
there to teach some of 
the students, but he 
simply wants to be rid 
of the real trouble- 
makers. Just how 
much he wants to be 
rid of them is, in fact, the big ques- 
tion of this film.
